Rabbi  Kertzer,  Friday  Evening,  Nov.  26th 


Rabbi  Arthur  J.  Lelyveld,  National 
Director  of  B'nai  B’rith  Hillel  Founda¬ 
tion  will  be  the  first  speaker  in  the  Adult 
Education  Committee’s  Friday  Evening 
series  for  the  new  season  at  the  services 
on  November  19th.  Rabbi  Lelyveld’s  talk 
on  “Youth  and  Its  Quest  for  Values”  will 
be  followed  by  an  Oneg  Shabbat  in  the 
Vestry  at  which  time  the  Junior  League 
will  act  as  host. 

On  Friday  evening,  November  26th, 
Rabbi  Kertzer  will  deliver  the  sermon. 
Elis  topic  for  the  evening  will  be  “Jewish 
Censorship — Is  It  Wise?  Is  It  Effective? 
This  will  be  a  discussion  of  the  current 
controversy  surrounding  the  banning  of 
such  a  film  as  “Oliver  Twist”,  and  the 
repercussions  that  have  resulted. 

Specialists  in  Youth  Problems 

Formerly  rabbi  of  Temple  Israel  in 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  Rabbi  Lelyveld  is 
now  National  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Unity  for  Palestine  of  the 
Zionist  Organization  of  America.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  Commission  on  Justice 
and  Peace  of  the  Central  Conference  of 
American  Rabbis. 

Rabbi  Lelyveld  is  well  fitted  to  dis¬ 
cuss  youth  and  its  problems  because 
he  was  a  founder  of  the  National  Fed¬ 
eration  of  Temple  Youths  and  at  one 
time  an  editor  of  “The  Youth  Leader  ’, 
published  by  the  Union  of  American 
Hebrew  Congregations. 

Rabbi  Lelyveld  is  a  native  New  York¬ 
er  who  attended  Columbia  University 
where  he  received  his  degree  and  was 
elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  prior  to  his 
being  ordained  a  rabbi. 

Following  Rabbi  Lelyveld’s  sermon, 
the  first  Oneg  Shabbat  of  the  season  will 
take  place.  Members  of  the  Congrega¬ 
tion  are  urged  to  attend  the  sermon  and 
the  discussion  to  follow  in  the  Vestry.

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From  The  Desk  of 

Rabbi  Steinberg 

THE  verse  from  the  Song  of  Songs : 

“They  have  made  me  a  keeper  of 
vineyards;  but  mine  own  vineyard  I 
have  not  kept,”  has  come  to  stand  in 
Jewish  folk  usage  for  the  situation  of 
those  Jews  who  cultivate  all  fields  of  hu¬ 
man  interest  except  the  Jewish.  But  it 
can  be  applied  with  equal  relevance  to 
a  phenomenon  within  Jewish  life,  to 
the  unfortunate  tendency  on  the  part  of 
some  of  our  most  ardent  Jews  to  concen¬ 
trate  their  interest  so  completely  on  the 
overseas  Jewish  scene  as  to  neglect  that 
at  home  entirely.  An  old  time,  ardent, 
perhaps  even  meshugah,  Zionist  like  my¬ 
self  does  not  need  to  protest  his  concern 
for  Jews  abroad  in  general,  for  those  in 
Palestine  in  particular.  But  the  imbal¬ 
ance  to  which  I  have  just  alluded  does 
exist  and  needs  to  be  corrected. 

The  very  specific  occasion  for  these 
remarks  is  the  current  drive  of  Federa¬ 
tion,  and  the  apathy  toward  it  exhibited 
by  some  elements  in  New  York  Jewry. 
Here  is  an  enterprise  which  embraces 
well  over  a  hundred  Jewish  philan¬ 
thropic,  character-building  and  cultural 
agencies,  including  hospitals,  orphan 
asylums,  homes  for  the  aged,  Talmud 
Torahs,  community  centers,  family  ser¬ 
vice  societies  and  what  not  else;  which, 
among  other  things,  helps  to  maintain 
the  Jewish  Education  Committee  which 
in  turn  stimulates  and  directs  the  whole 
of  the  Jewish  education  of  the  Jewish 
children  of  New  York  City — and  one 
would  suppose,  to  judge  from  the  indif¬ 
ference  of  some,  that  all  this  touched 
them  not  at  all. 


In  actual  fact,  Federation  is  both  a 
challenge  and  an  inescapable  responsi¬ 
bility  on  every  member  of  the  Jewish 
community  of  greater  New  York.  The 
support  of  it  is  an  obligation  which  no 
one  is  justified  in  shirking.  To  the  con¬ 
trary,  its  claim  on  our  assistance  is 
urgent  not  only  because  of  its  inherent 
worth;  it  is  the  more  urgent  by  virtue 
of  the  fact  that  operating  costs  have 
mounted  for  Federation  agencies  as  for 
everyone  else,  and  the  further  fact  that 
its  long-range  needs  have  so  long  been 
set  aside  for  more  pressing  requirements 
abroad  that  the  backlog  of  them  has 
grown  to  proportions  too  great  for  fur¬ 
ther  deferment. 

I  look  forward  to  the  consolidation 
of  the  State  of  Israel,  to  the  end  of  the 
D.P.  problem,  to  the  solution  of  the 
problem  of  Jewish  homelessness  gen¬ 
erally  for  very  many  reasons.  But  not 
the  least  among  them  is  the  hope  that 
when  all  these  goals  shall  have  been 
achieved  we  Jews  of  America  will  at  last 
be  free  to  give  adequate  tendance  to 
our  own  vineyard,  philanthropic,  cul¬ 
tural  and  religious. 

Meantime,  in  this  difficult  interregnum 
our  duty  is  clear:  without  the  least  di¬ 
minution  of  support  to  the  United  Jewish 
Appeal  and  other  overseas  causes  we 
must  somehow  contrive  to  enlarge  our 
donations  to  home  agencies.  Federation 
preeminent  among  them.  It  is  to  this  end 
that  these  lines  are  being  written.  Should 
they  fulfill  their  purpose  in  even  one 
instance,  I  shall  have  been  more  than 
adequately  rewarded  for  writing,  and 
you  for  reading  them. 

So  much  by  way  of  general  comment. 
Now  to  talk  tachlis.  The  Sisterhood 
drive  on  behalf  of  Federation  is  now  on 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Ezra 
Cohen.  Our  women  have  done  brilliantly 
in  the  past;  it  is  my  urgent  plea  that 
they  do  no  less  well  this  year.
